She reme.cked to 
Minister Lincoln not long ago that ‘‘a change 
in the American presidency: always me.at 
more work for her, as there were s° many 
new oxequaturs for American corals tobe 
sigued.” All such acts she does personally in 
her firm signature, which bv, not varied in 
years, and which shows power and dignity. 
Her majesty's private ‘socretary assists her 
in this work, the well-known and popular 
Si: Henry Ponsonby, as he does also ia the 
opening of hor letters, This is no light task, 
for she receives an enormous mail, She has 
a good deal of assistarice with her letters 
from her daughter Princess Beatrice, whose 
ornamental husband and children are not 
permitted to take her entire attention, Dur- 
ing these hours the Queen js bright and cheer- 
ful. She is greatly loved by those immedi- 
ately about her, This is the best testimony 
of character that she could have. She is al- 
ways kindly and considerate, “er health is 
robust for her age, though sh suffers some- 
what from twinges of rhef-oatiem., The 
princeasof Wales, younger, mu h vainer and 
more impatient, is not always’) greatly be- 
loved by those immediately around ker as 
her royal mother-in-law. 

The Queen works persistently until lunch- 
eon. This informal meal served at 2 o'clock 
is uenally eaten in the private breakfast-room 
at Windsor or out of doors in pleasant weath- 
er in company with such of the members of 
the royal family as may happen to be at the 
castle, The Queen is waited upon at this 
meal by one of the pagesof the backstairs, 
or by one of her favorite Indian attendant:, 
who new do a considerable portion of the 
work formerly devolving on the pagos of the 
hack-stairs. One page is on duty outside 
her door from 8 in the morning until she re- 
tires for the night. The pages of the presenco

Marriage in Dutch Colonial Times. - 


The law then required the publishing of 
the banns threes successive times ina relig 
ious meeting before marriage could take 
place. After the first notice there was usu- 
ally a dance, and after the marriage festivi- 
ties were often kept up for three days in 
succession. It was customary for the groorn, 
after the ordealof proposing the quesion, to 
make his intended bride a present of some 
kind, usually a pair of silver shoo-buckles, 
sleeve-buttons, or a snuff-box, 

Clergymon were not very plenty in those 
days, and the marriage must be arranged to 
suit the dominie’s coming. 

itis related that a young Dutch swain and 
his resy-cheeked flnancee, living near Albany, 
were anxiously awaiting their marriage day. 
Tuey resided on the north side of acre k, and 
the hard-worked dominie, making his way to 
unite them, lived on the south side of th 
same stream. As the fates would have 
it, a severo storm arose, with heavy rains 
falling the night previous to the mar- 
riage day, and the creek became so swol’ 
len as to make it utterly impassable. 
The waters were rising, and its current be- 
came more rapid every hour. The domini¢ 
reached the usual fording-place at the ay 
pointed time, but it would cost him his life 
toatiempt to cross. What was to be done} 
He made one trial, then turned bis horse t< 
retrace his steps, when he was hailed by two 
voices on the opposite side who entreated hin, 
to remain, and which he recognized ag 
those of the bride and groom, After som: 
debate, the dominie called out: ‘ Stop 
Stand vere you be, and I will make you man 
ani wife.” Inthe mean time the friends ¢ 
the betvothed arrived from the bride's house 
in the neighborhood. It was a singular 
spectacle. The dominie read the marriage 
service on the margin of the creek, while the 
bridal party stood on the opposite side, Af- 
ter the ceremony was over, the vompany 
turned to leave. Here was another dilem- 
ma, which cast a cloud of deep anxiety ovet 
the good old man’s face, usually so tranquil. 

‘Stop den, sy young friends, von moment, 
if you please. You cannot toss the four 
guilders across the creek, but you can leave 
them at the first house below, Tell dem it is 
Dominie Van Benschooten's marriage fee, 
and I will call and get it.” He put thes 
directions in good Dutch, then mounted bis 
horse and rode off, 

This recalls the story of the good old dum 
inie in Brooklyn who came to perform a siu- 
jiar offics, The groom was English, the bride 
was Duteb, The masterful Englahma: 
wanted the service in English, and attet 
some hesitation, and with many misgivings, 
the dominie consented to do his best. Th

THE MAYOB AND COUNCIL LOCK 
MORNN. 


Ané the Mayor, Refuses te Pat a 
Reseletion and Leaven the Chair— 
The Meeting Breaks up. . 

Last night a special mecting of the 
Council was beld; present, the Mayor and 
Councillors McBride, Orr and Cushing. 

‘The first business was to hear a deh. 
gation from the citizers committee fir 
the entertainment uf the Britith farm 
delegates, who wished the council to 
contribute towards the expenses cf the 
entertainment. The whole vill includiny 
banquet, baii bac, livery stable and other 
expenses amounted to from $460 to 8470, 
of which private citizens had contributed 
$273, and Mr. Lougbeed speaking for the 
delegation, asked the council to make up 
the balance, He thought it was as fair 
for this council to belp to meet the ex 
penses of the delegates as for the town of 
Prince Albert and other towns in th- 
Territories to do eo. Indeed he consider: 
ed that the responsibility of entertaining 
them rested upon the council rather than 
on private individuuls, and that thie was 
a fair charge upon the property of outsid: 
ratepayers, absentcen whose property was 
benefitted by the numerous exp2nditures 
of this class which had become necessary 
in the interests of the place. He thought 
it unfair that half a dozen private dtizen+ 
should be compelled to put their hands 
in their pockets and meet al! these expen 
ditures and make up delicits when they 
occur. Mr. Nolan, Secretary of clr 
general committee, made a clear explana 
tion ot the expenditures and replied satis 
factortiy to alt questions in regard to 
details. The Mayor said there was an idou 
abroad that the’ Dominiwn Goyernment 
paid the delegates expeuses but Senato: 
Lougheed explained that Mr. Campbell 
had informed him that such expenses 
were limited to hotel bills. Mr. Cushing 
and Mr, McBride objected decidedly. to 
paying for anything in tne shape of spirit- 
uous liquors, but it was explained by Mr, 
Nolan that this would not bé necessary. 
Tbe Ccuncillors baving expressed them- 
selves on the merits of the proposition 
passed a resolution, moved by Coun 
Cushing, seconued by Mr. Ort, referring 
the matter to the Finance Committee tu 
report upon. 


The Mayor called attention to the fact 
that Mr, Child was present with the de- 
taiked specifications of the sewerage 
works aud he proceeded to read the 
specification, making occasional comments 
on the details, He hid vot yone far 
Wien Coun, Cuso'ng interrupted — the 
reading and stated thut he was prepared 
to moveto rescind the resolution passed 
at a former mveting, which was a com- 
promise resolution and conditional upon 
Mr Kennedy veing present as had been 
premised; bat Mr. Kennedy not having 
come and tke Chitd & Wilon plans 
having special merits, he was prepared to 
move that the council adopt Cnild & 
Wilson's pians and place the sewers in 
the Janes and go on with the work, 

Coun, McBride, a little later on, rose to 
say that he woald second such a resolu- 
tion if proposed, and be explained that be 
adhered to hic intention to support only 
sewers placed in the lanes

Selling Indians Intoxicants, 

Supt. Molllree was obliged to return 
frou his “leave” eerlier than he expect- 
ed because of reports which reached 
him of trouble among the Indians that 
camp on the Mission property, There 
were reports of drink circulating among 
them, and in consequence a patrol has 
been kept up for some days, Yesterday 
quite a number of Blackfeet were re- 
ported under the influence of liquor, and 
a posse of police were sent to arrest 
them, The men succeeded in securing 
the arrest of three Biackieet and a half 
breed named Gardicr, a brother ot the 
Gardier who was hanged at Regina 
They were to come befure Supt. Melilree 
at 2 p.m., and as the Indian Act provides 
not only a punishment for Indians being 
drunk but for refusing to tell who sold 
them the liquor, the chances are in favor 
of the crime being traced to the right 
quarter. The police believe they have 
the proper party in the half breed and 
the question vow is what white man gold 
the breed the liquor, Whoever he is let 
him be smoked out,

A PROF ESSUR'’S SUICIDE, 


Tragic Ending of a Russian Univer- 
sity Lecture, 

Paris, Oct. 11.—An extraordinary story 
is telegraphed from St. Fetersburg, A 
young professor of medicine, named 
Koucharsky, closed a lecture on poisonous 
acids toa clavsin the laboratory of the 
University by pouring into a glass some 
drops of one of the poisons staying ae he 
drank them; ** la two minutes you are 
going to see a man die before your eyes. 
Gentlemen I bid you farewell.” The 
students rushed up and tried to administer 
an antidote, but il was powerless, At 
the expiration ot the time he had fixed 
Koureharsky was a corpse. There is 
wreat excitement in St. Petersburg over 
this tragic incident. It is generally 
believed that the professor had gone 
suddenly mad, for no motiye for the act, 
80 far as is known, existed. He leaves a 
wife, of whom he was very fond, and 
two little children. He will be buried
